ord operating budget of $13 416 923 
for the 1957 58 school year has been 
approved by the Southern Illinois 
University board of trustees 
Of the total funds, $10,738,000 
will come from the state. The re­ 
mainder will be made up of stu­ 
dent 
fees, 
auxiliary 
enterprises. 
gifts, sales and services and stu­ 
dent activity fees. 
Salary increases of one million 
dollars were provided for faculty 
and 
staff members and student 
workers. The budget also included 
increased instruction facilities for 
an expected record enrollment of 
7,000 students this fall. 
The largest single item in the 
budget is $8,222,000 for personal 
services, mostly salaries. 
SIU President D. W. Morris said. 
"Although we continue to face fi 
nancial difficulties in certain areas,
